DIET AND HEALTH 


Surgical Removal of Heel 
Spurs and Ingrown Toenails 


•r HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, MJI. 
BECAUSE painful feet produce 
so much discomfort and disability, 
it may be said that from the point 
of view of the patient there are no 
minor disorders of these extremi- 
tie* 
So far es the doctor Is concerned, 
however, there are many which are 
considered minor. This is not due 
to heartlessness on the part of the 
medical profession but merely be­ 
cause such conditions are easily 
corrected by simple surgical oper­ 
ation* 
Ingrown Toenails 
One of these conditions Is In­ 
grown toenail. The most common 
causes of the development of in­ 
grown toenails are cutting the 
child’s toenails too short, and the 
wearing of shoes and stockings 
which tit too tightly. 
It is not unusual for the skin 
around en ingrown toenail to be­ 
come infected. According to Drs. 
Alec Singer end Archie M. A. 
Moore of England, when such in­ 
fection is present it may be cleared 
up by carefully trimming off the 
infected nail and using a dressing 
of a sulfonamide ointmenL 
A bit of cotton dipped in the 
ointment may be packed in and 
around the infected are* Dr* 
Singer and Moore point out that 
the services of an experienced 
chiropodist ere extremely valu­ 
able, in such cases. 
In some cases, in order to clear 
up the condition, it may be neces­ 
sary partially to remove the af­ 
fected nail, along with any exces­ 
sive scar tissue which may have 
formed. This is carried out by a 
physician since it is necessary 
usually to put the patient to sleep 
with an anesthetic, lf there ie no 


infection of an ingrown nail, * 
more extensive operation can be 
performed to get rid completely of 
the ingrown naiL 
Tissue Growth 
Another condition which may 
develop is the growth of hard tis­ 
sue beneath the nail. The pressure 
of the shoo then produces psi* 
This disorder seems to develop else 
because of pressure of the shoes 
on the feet. In many instances, in­ 
fection also occurs in this disorder, 
and here, too, the infection must 
be cleared up before an operation 
can be performed to get rid of 
the growth. 
A bony outgrowth may occur on 
the beet This is known es a sffe-ir. 
Sometimes such spurs are painful. 
The pain is brought on by the pres­ 
sure of walking or in some cases 
because the spur is broken. The pa­ 
tient complains of rn painful tender 
area on the heel. Sometimes these 
spurs can be treated without oper­ 
ation. 
It is suggested that a pit be made 
in the heel of the shoe on the inside 
and a rubber pad be put into this 
piL The patient will then be walk­ 
ing on a soft rubber cushion and 
this may relieve the symptoms. 
Another method of treatment is ta 
inject a solution of rn local anes­ 
thetic or pain-deadening prepara­ 
tion around the area and then 
allow the patient to wear the shoe 
with the rubber pad. 
If these methods fail to reliers 
the condition, it is suggested that 
operation be performed and the 
spur chiselled away. 
For such disorders ss coms and 
calluses the services of a chiropo­ 
dist are useful. In the serious foot 
disorders, a physician should be 
consulted concerning the best fora 
of treatment.

back to normal; we have no nor­ 
mal. 
W'e 
are 
drifting 
through 
strikes, slowdowns, capricious poli­ 
tics, mis-man&gement from Wash­ 
ington and a whatnot Inflation. 
Start with the assumption there is 
no reason why this nation cannot 
produce enough to support itself 
and others, as it has always done, 
and measure this against where 
you are today, and you will have 
the precise percentage of our gross 
deficiency. Add these individual 
experiences up and you will have 
our deficiency as a nation today. 
It is no wonder the economic 
mobilizer retired, after saying the 
job could be done. 
To do it. fresh considerations 
are obviously necessary all along 
the line.
